There is one sure way to overcome this difficulty, and to 
promote the healthy growth of Canadian publications and ehcourage Cana: 
dian authors, and that is to commence the esiablishment of a small home 
library of Canadian books and to add to it as rapidly as possible, By so doing

Eradicate Diphtheria 
Antitoxin — When diphtheria 
antitoxin was putintouse in 1895 
many health authorities then felt 
thata relatively easy conquest of 
the disease would resuls, In that 
they were mistaken. Diphtheria 
antitoxin is effective as a cure on- 
ly if given early, The disappoint 
ing feature about antitoxin has 
been its limited usefulness when 
given to prevent diphtheria, It 
only protects against the disease 
for two or three weeks, The im- 
munizing substance is not held 
long inthe body, and the patient 
becomes just as susceptible tothe 
disease as before. Diphtheria, it- 
self, dves not render the person 
having had it immune from a sec- 
ond or even a third attack. 
Toxin-Antitoxin and ‘oxoid— 
Happily, a new means for dealing 
with the situation became avail- 
able, ‘Toxin-antisoxon, the pre- 
ventive measure against diphther- 
ia, was first discovered accident- 
ally in the course of experimenta- 
tion about thirty years ago. In 
1913, Park and Zingher, of” New 
York, began the immunization of 
children in a large organized way 
through the injection of toxin-an- 
titoxin, and its use in many local- 
ities has since conclusively dem- 
onstrated the effectiveness and 
harmlessness of this measure, The 
favorable results have been con- 
firmed in many places in this 
country and abroad.

Later 
came into general use, the 
stance used being called ‘Toxvid” 
which is the same as ‘login Anti- 
toxin except that the method em- 
ployed in neutralizing the toxin.is 
somewhat different. 

It has several advantages over 
the Toxin-Antitoxin which need 
not be given here. 

The administration of toxoid is 
a siinple procedure and can safely 
be performed by any physician.

substance are given in the arm of 
the subject at intervals of one 
month between each injection, Tt 
is but remotely related to anti. 
toxin. Toxin-Antitoxin or toxoid 
will not cure diphtheria. It will 
prevent it, but the immunity may 
be some weeks in developing. 
Once established, the immunity 
will last for years, and probably 
for life.
